Telegraph Fools Chicago's Police. 

I Chicago, dune 30. — The steamer City 
[of Traverse. America's first wireless 
! floating poolroom, has made its initial 
ilrip on Lake Michigan, and, by the 
'admission of the police, opened a 
] reign of bliss for race-horse gam- 
! biers. The owners of the boat are 
believed to have performed the smart- 
est gambling trick yet seen in this 
city, and Chief of Police O'Neill last 
night said that under a decision writ- 
ten by the legal advisers of the city, 
he is powerless to Interfere. Thp 
jurisdiction of Illinois does not extend 
Into Michigan or Indiana waters, and 
there is no federal statute prohibiting 
gambling on federal waters, so that It 
Is believed that the managers of the 
poolroom have outwitted the lav-. 
Wheu the boat left Chicago it carried 
300 passengers, one- third of the legal 
limit. The steamer was taken to a 
point 22 miles southeast of Chicago, 
half way between Michigan and Illi- 
nois, and 10 miles north of Indiana. 
She was careful to avoid going back 
Into Illinois waters while gambling 
was boing on on board iter, for 'ne 
reason that several detectives werf on 
board, and a raid would have resulted 
Immediately. The boat remained for 
the afternoon on the open lake. Just 
at the time that the boat commenced 
to make the circles, the wireless tele- 
graph began to pick up race reports, 
the second race at Sheepsbead Bay- 
being the first event on which the bet- 
ting odds were received. The first 
message was received at 1:45 o'clock, 
and at- 2:08 o'clock the result of the 
race was received. From that time 
until 5:30 o'clock the results and bet- 
ting odds came without interruption, 
both from Chicago and Michigan City.

Catch tho Incoming Fish 
The salmon swimming inward strike the. 
"lend" of webbing hung from high water 
— the line is marked in the well by the 
seaweed — to the bottom or close thereto, 
and when the school has nosed into the 
webbing of the lead the fish make their 
way along the wall of web mesh to the 
''hearts" whose avenues of webbing lead 
them to the corral or pot which is en- 
tered through a tunnel about eighteen 
inches wide, the sides of this entrance 
tapering like a cone; nnd the smaller 
end, running well into the pot in a hori- 
zontal direction, is carried well nhovo 
water to allow for very high tides or 
swells sweeping in from the sen. Tho 
tunnel is held in place by ropes nnd rods, 
gradually decreasing in width until only 
a small opening is left for the fish to go 
through. The salmon, when entering this 
tunnel, usually try to fiive, hut an 
"apron" is arranged to hold them captive 
in the net. This apron is a sheet of web 
stretched from the bottom upward to 
lead the fish into the tunnel when they 
swim low. 

Tho Trap Apparatus 
The "hearts" are situated nt about 
two-thirds distant along the lead from 
shore, or the shore end of the trap, being 
•V-shaped aud turned toward the lead, 
beginning at a distance of from SO to -10 
feel from the lead aud running parallel 
with it. lead and hearts both terminating 
at th" tunnel which leads into the pot.

Before Confederation there 
was a struggle for the recognition of 
certain fundamental principles Of 
government which became crystalled 
in a large measure in the B. N. A. Act. 
This represents not all that was fought 
for on either side. It was a com- 
promise, but it was a practical One, 
and on the whole a successful one. 

After Confederation, after nil the 
issues that had held parties apart had 
been settled, the problems of govern 
meat took a wider sweep and em 
braced national iiscai policies, trans 
portation facilities, trade routes, and 
the various other large questions 
which have occupied public attention 
In those years. The horizon is still 
widening, and embraces even Imperial 
unity. But Canadians have not been 
theorists; they have been raised In 
l»>o stern a school to allow economics 
In the abstract to Influence their 
national alms. Their policies have 
been based upon conditions to the 
needs of which they have been adapt- 
ed. Railways, canals, agricultural de- 
velopment, shipping, industrial expan- 
sion — these have been the problems of 
greatest moment; but withal they 
have not neglected the ethical and 
educational side of life, and while 
they have not In Individual instances 
reached the highest form of culture, 
which comes from the enjoyment of 
wealth and leisure, what is better, the 
average standard of life Is higher per- 
haps than In any other country of tile 
world — a combination of intelligence, 
morality, Intellectual attainments, in- 
dustry, patriotism and physique of 
which every Canadian is proud. 

After years of toll, struggle against 
physical conditions, political turmoil, 
| not unmixed with racial and religious 
j problems, periods of financial depres- 
sion and slow growth in competition 
| with more prosperous neighbors, Can- 
ada has emerged Into an era of great 
I prosperity and development, and, by 
| dint of intelligent perseverance and 
hard work, is reaping a rich reward. 
Her success is attracting the atten- 
tion of all other civilized nations, who 
envy her position and her possibilities. 
For reasons of not only what we are, 
but what we have overcome, the 
people of Canada tmlay have reason 
to rejoice. 



CANADA'S DAY. 

This is the 38th birthday of Cwiafln 
as a Dominion, and the 34th anniversary 
of the entrance of British Columbia into 
the family of Canadian provinces. It 
will be more or less a memorable year 
from the fact that two more province 
■will be added, and Confederation will be 
practically "rounded out." Newfound- 
land will probably come within tjhe fold 
some day, bat when is uncertain. What 
territory is, then-fore, left on the Main- 
land of Canada will eventually he ab- 
sorbed by the existing province*. Out- 
side of Newfoundland, nine will be tho 
number of provinces for nil tame to come. 
Some day, it may bo, the Maritime prov- 
inces will be merged into one, when, of 
course, the numb or would he reduced by 
two, making seven. That is a matter, 
however, about which it is impossible to 
predict with any certainty. It is uot even 
safe to prophecy with respect to New- 
foundland. The sentiment of the people 
there, if we can judge by its expression 
at the polls nt the late elections, is still 
rvery much opposed to the eliange. 
Should tlicy niter their mind in the fu- 
ture it will in all probability be on ac- 
count of the pinch of money matters, 
which has been felt for some time. 

It is a long time — 10S years — since the 
Jnndfall of John Cabot on Hie shores of 
Cape Breton. There is a grave dispute 
as to whether it was on the shores of 
Newfoundland or Cape Breton, but we 
believe that the weight of historical 
evidence is with the latter contention. It 
is not material, except insofar as his- 
torians like to reach a finality in such 
matters. We are not going to go into de- 
tails us to the various early voyages to 
the New World, which led up to the es- 
tablishment of French rule in 
Canada.

This company has also ac- 
quired the three existing electric light- 
ing companies now operating 
city, thus obtaining practically a mon- 
opoly of the lighting and power supply 
of the metropolis of Mexico, which has 
a population of nearly half a million. 
This is one of the largest ventures con- 
trolled by foreign capital in the whole 
of the republic, and Ijas received every 
encouragement from the federal gov- 
ernment which is always a warm sup- 
porter of anything British. 

"So far as the Mexican government 
is concerned, I have every reason to 
believe that they are universally favor- 
ably inclined towards a steamship line 
between the two countries; in fact, has 
always shown a broad spirit In regard 
to the development of all means of 
transit, both by land and sea. It Is an- 
ticipated that the Mexican Central 
Ralway company will in the near fu- 
ture complete its construction to tho 
Pacific coast and that in the course of 
a year or two the port works now In 
course of construction at Salina Cruz 
will be completed. These works will 
develop a considerably increased move- 
ment on the Pacific side and will be a 
powerful argument in favor of the pro- 
posed steamship service between here 
and the Mexican "Pacific coast.

they would rather see victorious in Man- 
churia — Ituss or JupV All — 'British, Am- 
erican, German, Austrian aisii Dutch — 
yrere of one opinion. What was it, think 
JyouV Did they favor the Japanese? 
.No, indeed. They were merchants. 
Their sympathy was a dollar-sympathy, 
tloubtless; but It was significant. 

In Peking I conversed with American 
tiud Europeans, with Britishers — allies of 
the Japanese — and 1 found the same 
opinions ruling. At Ohifu, everywhere 
merelinuts foregathered, the title was the 
same. Of course it was more marked at 
Tientsin; time is the clearing house for 
North China. Newclnvaug also felt 
keenly, but, perhaps, the heavy losses 
occasioned to houses there by reason of 
the war might give further color to their 
views. However, it was the losing Rus- 
sian that was in favor, not the Japanese. 

With l ho Itussian occupation the for- 
eigners in North China had a marker 
for tlie.r wares; with Japanese in posses- 
sion they will not. A Japanese victory, 
however its political effect, will have a 
depressing effect ou the export trade of 
the United States and Canada, with tin 1 
exception of tlour, in Manchuria, a big 
market for it is a large and populous 
urea, though minor to many m crowded 
China. 

After the war the Japanese will con- 
trol the trade <>t" Manchuria. They are 
a manufacturing people, notorious imita- 
tors of the manufactories of various na- 
tions which sell in the Orient, and their 
cheaply-made and inferior productions 
•with the label of the foreign dealer, 
copied after a fashion, will oust others 
from the market. They will close "the 
open door" in Manchuria ere they open it 
more effectually than the Russians were 
reputed to have done. Whatever the 
political policy of the Itussian he bought 
goods, and there was a share in his 
trade for all those dealers gathered on 
the fringe of Asia, of whatever nation. 

Not so after the war — and the mer- 
chants Of Tientsin other populous 
mercantile centres of North China sec 
the future domination of Manchuria 
trade by the Japanese. 

Japan started to roach for the trade 
of North China at the close of the Siuo- 
•Ja panes© war ten years ago. Since then 
while British shipping remained station- 
ary, likewise the American, and German 
shipping fell off lid per cent., that of the 
Japanese gained considerably. lake, 
for instance, at the port of Newchwnug, 
the gateway of Manchuria at the mouth 
of the Lino. Japanese shipping at that 
port increased by t«K) per cent. Japan 
began to import the bean-cake of the 
Manelius as a fertilizer and sent manu- 
factured goods in return. 
■ In 180(5 the Japanese imports at New- 
chwang were valued at $117,330. Five 
years later, in 1001, the books show 
the Japanese imports to be of a value of 
$1,238,120, thus making the Japanese 
imports at the Mnnchurinn port second, 
only to those of Hong Kong, which lat- 
ter' are by no means entirely composed 
of British goods. 

i An idea of the value of the Mnnchur- 
inn trade lost to other nationals by the 
Japanese control is gleaned when it is 
shown that the net total value of the im- 
ports anil exports, exclusive of treasure, 
carried in vessels of the foreign type at 
the port of Newchwang is about $35,- 
000,000, and of those carried in junks 
from Newchwang and minor port*, 
which are regulated by the Chinese na- 
tive customs, about $12,500,000. The 
total sen-borne traffic of Manchuria is 
valued at about forty-seven and ii half 
millions of dollars. To this must lie ad - 
ded a very considerable trade, both in 
imports and exports, by road and rail 
from Shanliaikwau and Tientsan, whence 
the Chinese Imperial railway runs to 
Newchwnug, with a branch northward 
from Gonpiintze to Hsininintun, within 
35 miles of Mukden, the capital of the 
province of Manchuria. There is also a 
small trade on the Korean frontier, a 
comparatively large trade in grain and 
cattle from the Primorsk province by 
road nt Aigun, by the Sungnri river, and 
from Ninguta, Though, this will not be 
effected by Japanese or other nationals 
other than the Siberians. 

Probably the total value of the exter- 
nal trade of Manchuria is not less than 
$00,000,1 II ill. 

Of the exports the value of beans, 
bean oil. and bean cake, account for S5 
per cent, of the total, and the remain- 
ing 15 per cent, is made up of exports of 
silk, millctt. native spirits (distilled from 
millet), hides, ginseng, melon seeils, furs

THE ANT AS A MEDICINE. 

Having thoroughly exploited the eurii- 
tivo powers of the bee, writers have now 
apparently turned to the ant. The latter, 
like the former, owes its medicinal vir- 
tues to the formic acid that it contains. 
Indeed, this acid owes its name to the 
nut (Latin formica). But wdiile the living 
bee is able to administer a hypodermic 
injection of the drug, the ant must bo 
killed iu order to get it. If we are to 
judge from some recent French investi- 
gations, formic acid is likely to prove 
valuable as a stimulant and tonic, and 
the high regard in which ants were held 
by the ancients as a medicine would 
seem to be justified. Says a contributor 
tc Cosmos (May (I): 

"Tho pharmacopoeia of the ancients 
borrowed from the animal kingdom a 
liumber of medicaments — serpents' flesh, 
snails, ants' oil — for the most part now 
puite forgotten. 
"The work of Brown-Sequard opened 
way to research which has justified 
he use of certain of these odd medicines, 
and has given a plausible explanation of 
some of them and of their mode of ac- 
tion. 

"We now extract from the thyroid 
gland and the suprarenal capsules, ac- 
tive drugs that must be handled with 
great prudence, and although the mod- 
ern pharmacist has neglected to put the 
Mesh of the serpant on 'his list, the scien- 
tists of the Pasteur Institute make a 
very active serum with its venom. 
1 "The secretions of certain animals, 
such as musk and castor, have kept their 
place in modern formularies. 

"The ancients utilized crushed ants as 
a topical application, and also internal- 
ly, especially in cases of peripheral par- 
alysis, rheumatism and gout. . . . 
' Formic acid is a violent caustic, act- 
ing perhaps with even greater energy 
an nitric acid itself; this action could 
probably be utilized in the cauterization 
of tumors. Diluted, it is sometimes used 
on inveterate ulcers, whose cure it seems 
to hasten. . 

'•Formic acid enters into divers prep- 
arations of the old pharmacy, such as the 
acoustic balm of Minderer, the 'water of 
magnanimity,' etc.. and even into sev- 
eral preparations used in Germany at 
ithe present day. . . . 
I "According to the investigations of 
SI. Olemcnt, of Lyons, formic acid is a 
very important drug. It augments con- 
siderably the muscular strength and the 
/resistance to fatigue. . . Its use causes 
to disappear the sensation of fatigue in 
■the limbs, often felt on awakening in the 
.morning. . . . These statements have 
probably only relative value, hut Clement 
has supported them by experiments 
iwith Mosso's ergograph on a young man 
of 22 years. . . . The results showed 
that after the use of formic acid the sub- 
ject was able to furnish ten periods of 
work instead of five, ami to raise a 
weight -17!) times instead of 232, making 
an expenditure of 10(1 kilogranimeters of 
energy instead of 21. In brief the formic 
acid made the man do five times more 
work than his normal amount. No sub- 
stance has hitherto given such an excess 
of energy. . . . 

"This note of M. Clement brought out 
another from M. L,. Garrigue, who has 
been studying for several years the in- 
fluence of formic acid on the organism. 
iGarrigue uses the formiates of soda and 
lime instead of the pure acid. He first 
injected solutions into the veins and cel- 
lular tissue of rabbits . . . after 
Which he did not hesitate to experiment 
on himself. . . . The results were 
pid — greatly increased appetite and 
cerebral and physical activity. . . . 
' "The first effect of the formiates, when 
injected or absorbed by the stomach is 
lo lower the arterial tension. The sub- 
ject soon feels more steady, his thoughts 
are lighter, his nights better, his appe- 
tite good. . . . What is the action'.' 
It remains still somewhat obscure. M. 
IGarrigue says: 'The formic salts do not 
act by their mass, but by the impulse 
that that they give to the exchanges: 
they remain in the organism, so that 
their effects not only accumulate but are 
infinitely multiplied. ' 

"A recent communication from M. 
Hnchnrd lo the Academy of Medicine 
would appear to confirm these conclu- 
sions. . . . The facts, however, are 
not jel well established, despite these in- 
vestigations. We must still have con- 
firmatory experiments, but as the drug is 
not poisonous these will be easy to carry 
out . 1 1 used to he sa id : •( hi to the ant. 
thou sluggard!' Now we must say 'O 
sluggard, eat ants; thou shalt thus incor- 
porate their courage, their resistance to 
fatigue and — who knows — perhaps their 
spirit of economy!'" — Translation made 
for the Literary Digest.

: Agriculture I

The following is a synopsis of the ad- 
dress by Dr. James Withyeonibe at a 
Tanners' meeting a: Milwaukee, Oregon, 
recently. The person named is director 
of and agriculturist ut Oregon Agricul- 
tural College and Experiment Station, 
JCorvnllis: 

I Intensive agriculture is the coming 
watchword of husbandry. Western Ore- 
gon and the irrigated portions of East- 
ern Oregon are entering upon an era of 
smaller farms and more intensive culture. 
Tho trend of agriculture is toward max- 
imum production. This condition of hus- 
bandry will be found on small rather 
thnn on large farms. There are con- 
tributing agencies conducive to the de- 
velopment of this system of farming. 
First, conditions here are highly favor- 
able to the system: second, the steadily- 
increasing values of land and eousaquent- 
increused taxation compel the owner to 
imakc the farm more remunerative.

Begun cutting a two-acre held of al- 
falfa April 19. and finished cutting May

acres have produced 31.79 tons of green 
feed already this spring, and with a good 
prospect of cutting two or three more 
crops of alfalfa this season; or, in other 
words, three ncros of him! have furnished 
the principal feci for fifteen head of 
grown cattle and four sir-jmionthls-old 
calves from April :i to May 3(1. 

This is what is known as the soiling 
system and plainly illustrates the possi- 
bility of small farms when intelligently 
utilized. These crops arc produced under 
ordinary farm conditions and without 
any artificial fertilizers.
